No action has- been "taken except 
by the board of directors, but a prom- 
inent member ofl the club said _this 
afternoon that there was littie doubt 
that the members would vote to dis- 
banld. 


At its last meeting- the board of di- 


rectors voted in favor of recommending 
to the members that the club disband. 
Letters were sent to all the members 
giving notice of this action and asking 
the members to express their opinions 
on) the matter. These opinions are beins 
sent in, and when all the members 
have thus responded, it is expected that 
a meeting of the club to take final 
action will be called. 


This move is proposed on account of 


the falling off in membership of late. 
Several have leflt the city and death has 
removed several of the leading mem- 
bers, so that at the present time tht 
membership is only between 30 and 40 
This is hardly equal to maintaining the 
club rooms and many of the members 
therefore favor the plan of disbanding.

The report of the special committee 


of the house of representatives, thai of 
which Mr. Moody of Massachusetts was 
chairman, deserves more attention than j 
It will get from congress and the pub- 
lic in the crowded hours at' the expiring 
•esslon. 


While it tell« nothing that surprises 


anybody at all familiar with Washing- 
ton practices, It shows that the abuses 
of the spoils system, of which this IB an 
example, far exceed any of the evils 
that creep in under the classified ser- 
Tice. 


While the regular press dispatches 


report th,e summarized findings of the 
Moody committee, one of the instances 
related In its report Is especially illu- 


1 mtnating. 


Winthrop C. Jones is carried on the 


roll as a locksmith at $1440 a year. He 
performs the duties of a messenger, and 
a man named Hickling, a session folder 
at $75 a month, does the actual lock- 
ftmlthiug. Hickling had been the lock- 
smith, but baring lost his "pull," lost the 
•alary, while continuing to do the work. 


The committee asked Mr. McDowell, 


clerk of the house, why he changed from 
Hickling to Jones, and with cheerful 
frankness he explained that the Mlch- 
^San delegation thought they "hadn't 
their share," and so he appointed Jones, 
Without knowing whether he under- 
Btood locksmlthing or not. 
The chair- 


man added that In these circumstances 
It was not surprising to find Jones a 
persistent absentee, and not attentive 
to bis messenger duties when present. 
He was asbent from the Capitol last 
year from April till December, while 
continuing to draw his salary. 


The librarian of the bouse library tes- 


tified to a deplorable condition, Baying 
that It could not be worse, although it 
would be all right for a barnyard. 
The 


committee recited instances of a num- 
ber of employes borne on the rolls who 
have not been seen at the Capitol fora 
long time. 
, 


But one of the particularly amusing 


rases was in the Turkish bath depart- 
ment where two negroes are employed 
at $720 per annum. 
This seemed to 


some of Ihe strikers too much for a ne- 
gro, and MO a white man was placed on 
this roll, taking the salary of one negro 
In August and October, and of the other 
in September and November. 
This 


white man never appeared in the bath 
room, and so far as the investigating 
com'mittee was able to learn never per- 
formed any service except singing the 
pay roll. 
This he did faithfully for 


four mouths. 


Then another negro was brought here 


for one of the places, but rather than 
giv^ it up the two older employes be- 
gan to pay him a tribute each mouth 
to stay away.

DISSATISFIED 


Do Not Look With Favor Upon 


Action at Washington 


CONVENTION MAY DISSOLVE 


Would Mean a Possible Rupture ot 


Frleudly Relations With the United 
States—Amendment Looked Upon us 
aii Attack on Cuban Sovereignty 


Havana, March 2.—Several delegates 


to the Cuban cou&titutiou.il convention, 
ou hearing last night that congress had 
adopted the Cuban amendment, said 
this would uot affect the attitude of 
the couventioii, as its members would 
not agree to the scheme of relations with 
Ihe United States suggested in the 
amendment. 


The action of the United States in 


adopting the so-called Cuban amend- 
ment, defining the relations of Cuba 
to tile United States, has exasperated 
the delegates and Cubans generally to 
an extraordinary degree. 


It is asserted that the terms of the 


relations will never be accepted by the 
Cubans. 
It was hoped that the house 


(f representative^ in AVashlnjjton would 
refuse to concur with the senate in 
adopting the amendment. 
This hope 


was killed when it was learned that the 
house had also adopted the amendment. 


The amendment is looked upon as an 


attack on Cuban sovereignty. The Cu- 
bans want complete Independence, but 
are willing to arrange terms afterwards 
by treaty, aa between two independent 
states. 


The so-called Cuban amendment was 


formulated by the foreign relations 
committee of the United States senate. 
It sets forth the terms which the con- 
gress of the United States wishes to 
see embodied in Ihe Cubau convention 
as setting forth the relations which 
•should exist between Cuba" and the 
United States. 
Those relations would 


give the United States supervision of 
the treaties made by Cuba with for- 
eign powers. 
They provide for silci 


for coaling and naval stations in Cuba, 
and look toward securing the Isle of 
Pines for United States territory. They 
also give the United States the right to 
intervene in Cuba in certain contin- 
gencies. 


Senor Capote, president of the con- 


vention, called upon Governor General 
Wood yesterday and informed him that 
the convention felt itself in an embar- 
rassing position, owing to the vote ot 
tlie United States senate. He said the 
delegates had not yet decided whether 
to continue tha sessions or to dissolve. 


General Wood advised him to urge 


the convention not to take any rash ac- 
tiou; but to complete its work as origi- 
nally outlined, drawing up the (electoral 
law. 


The delegates later held an informal 


meeting and, after some discussion, 
agreed to wait until congress had acted 
on the Cuban amendment. 


The full text of the amendment was 


received by General Wood Tuesday 
night, and was given the- following 
morning to Senor Tamayo, chairman of 
the relations committee. 
Senor Tam- 


ayo said at the time that the com 
mittee had reached its conclusions, but 
he waa urged to withhold an announce- 
ment of those conclusions until the 
proposed amendment had been con- 
sidered In order to avoid tl>e po«s1hility 
of radical changes of opinion, if the 
amendment should be adopted.

CB« I a W«r. 


Slings did effective wort In ancient 


warfare, and ttiere is an English engi- 
neer who is satisfied tnat they could do 
just as effective work In modern war- 
fare. 
This engineer Is Mr. James 


Judge of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and he 
has Just constructed a sling which is 
described as a marvel. 


M. Henri de Parville, a French scien- 


tist, has studied it closely and says it 
is a "disk with a diameter of more than 
four feet, weighing about 225 kilo- 
grams and making 12,000 revolutions 
a minute, the impelling force being an 
electric motor. The projectiles are ar- 
ranged side by side in a groove which 
runs around the disk, and they are dis- 
charged automatically, having an ini- 
tial speed of 610 meters a second. 


"Deadly work may be done with 


projectiles hurled at this rate. A shot 
can be discharged at every half revolu- 
tion of the disk, and thus a continuous 
shower of 24,000 projectiles can be kept 
up. Mr. Judge, however, contents him- 
self with discharging a shot at every 
fourth revolution, which enables him 
to fire 3,000 projectiles a minute. On 
the day when the first experiments 
were made with these projectiles 18,- 
000 were flred at the rate of 3.000 a 
minute without the slightest difficulty." 


Mr. Judge flalms that his curious 


weapon will prove of ir/nite service as 
a coast defender, and, though the au- 
thorities of the war department do not 
seem to have given him much encour- 
agement. there are some military ex- 
perts In Europe who are Inclined to 
agree with him.

KELATIOISS WITH CUBA 


Much is being said about the ad- 


ministration's attitude towards Cuba. 
In some quarters, particularly in anti- 
pdminlstration. quarters, (it is claimed 
that the administration is determined 
to break the country's pledge, to the 
people of the island and is about to 
establish a protectorate over them, in- 
stead of giving them full sovereignty. 
This is not a fair view 'of the situation. 


Unquestionably the United States 


must not permit anything to exist in 
Cuba that would be dangerous or det- 
rimental to this country, and it may be 
better to guard against the probability 
of this at the present moment than to 
disregard precaution and leave matters 
to luck. The United States would clear 
}y be justified, by the law of self-pro- 
tection, in taking, forcible possession of 
Cuba if Cuba developed, a menace to 
this nation. It would be deplorable if 
that had to be done, and the occur- 
ring of it would probably put an end 
forever to Cuban independence. Cuba 
cannot afford to invite such an. end. 
She should be prepared to assume that 
posture in affairs which would per- 
manently offset it. 
' Cuba shoul-d know that she can never 
and will never be permitted to exer- 
cise her own. sweet will if in the ex 
ercislng ot it she would inflict injury 
upon the United States. She must not 
maintain a revolution at cur doors to 
diet- rb .,ur tranquility. She must not 
maintain -a peat house of yellow fever 
to send disease and death to our 
•bores. She must not give lodgement 
to a foreign power to afford a possible 
enemy of the United States a lodgment 
or base of supplies so dangerously 
hear to us. She must not get into debt 
to a foreign power to draw foreign 
agents to her customs houses to col- 
lect her duties or to draw foreign men

Why Normal School's Request for New 


Building Was Not Acted On 


Last fall an eflort was made, as re- 


ported in the Transcript, to secure the 
endorsement of the st -te board of edu- 
cation for a petition to the legislature 
for a dormitory for the normal school 
in this city. The matter vas presented 
to the board from Principal Murdock, 
and the needs were clearly shown. No 
aotion was taken at that time, how- 
ever, and the matter has never been 
presented to the legislature, and porb- 
ably will not until next year. 


Principal Murdock, while in Boston 


recently, consulted with members of 
the state board in regard to the matter, 
and learned that there were four other 
normal schools in the state anxious for 
dirmitories. The state board felt that 
it would be imposibje to ask for one 
and not for all, and did rot care to po 
before the legislature with a request 
for an appropriation large enough to 
cover the building of five dormitories. 
The matter -wa stherefclre dropped, 
and whether this situation will re- 
main permanent or not remains to be 
seen. 


The legislative committee on educa- 


tion yesterday reported favorably a re- 
solve appropriating J3000 for improve- 
ments at the normal school. This sum 
is intended for further improvements 
on the grounds.

I received great bodily injuries.

cause of deflects in said back road, and 
a defective railing at* the place of the 
accident whereby the wagon in which 
I was riding -was overturned, and it 
ana the horses drawing the same, 
others and myself thrown down a steep 
embankment and I injured as afore- 
said. 


I look to you in damages for the 


injuries so received. I give below, as 
accurately as I can, a statement of the 
time, and cause oil the injuries re- 
ceived; and if I have not fully com- 
plied with the statute in such cases 
made and provided, it is nbt due to 
any intention to mislead. II there is any 
failure herein to state accurately either 
the time, place or cause of injury, and 
you will call my attention to the same, 
I will give such further notice as the 
circumstances and your request may 
require. 


TIME. 


Said accident happened and said in 


juries were received on Saturday, the 
Twenty-third day of February. A. D., 
Nineteen Hundred and One, somewhere 
about Two O'clock in the morning. 


PLACE. 


Along the Westerly side of said Back 


road, at 
the edge of the same as 


wrought flor travel and at the top of a 
steep embankment, was a fenbe or rail- 
ing, and almost opposite thereto on the 
Easterly side of said road ,wos a mass 
of ice, sidling and higher on the -East- 
erly side than on the "Westerly side 
next said railing. 


The wagon in which I was seated 


was drawn! by horses, and came upon 
said ice and slewed Westerly and 
against said fence or railing which

Said railing was old» Infirm, insecure, 


shaky and rotten, both as to-rails and 
posts, n'ot of sufficient or proper height 
or strength, and not built and con- 
structed of heavy enough material or 
lumber. Being so constructed as afore-

strength, when said wagon came In 
contact with It, it grave way, between 
the p'olnts fixed herein, whereby said 
wagon, horses, others and myself were

It is expected that Willlunstown, in 


whose territory the accident happened, 
will fight the cases, and that suits will 
follow. It is probable that the matter 
will be brought up at the coming town 
meeting1. Any defense wouid be based 
ton the recent law that a town IB not 
responsible for accidents from mow or 
Ice wb«re there U no prevlou* ntflect, 


The victims wl|l claim that there wan 
uegrlelt In allowing the spring above 
the road to flow over it, and in allow- 
ing the railing to rot away so that It 
was of little protection. 


Mr. and Mrs. \V. S. Undeiwood, who 


were among the mpst severely Injured, 
were able to leave the hospital t*Jay, 
although they are far from well. There 
are five remaining at the hospital. 


COLLECTING OLD RUBBERS 


Thimble Club Making Money for Charity 


in New Way 


The Thimble club, which does a large 


amount of benevolent work every year 
in a <;uiet way, has lately adopted a 
New Tork plan o3 raising money, which 
is working very well. This is to collect 
old rubbers and sell them and use the 
proceeds in helping those who- need 
help. The first time It was tried in this 
city ?9 worth of rubbers were collected 
and the jnonlay waa used in buying 
goods for garments for babies who were 
in need ofthem. The scheme seems to 
be a good one. 


Old rubbers In the house are a nuis- 


ance and while tl^ey are salable no fam 
ily would collect enough to amount to 
anything, but where a lot of them are 
collected, as by the Thimble club, they 
bring erJough to materially aid in the 
work In hand, as is shown by the re- 
sults of the first attempt. In New York 
the amounts realized In this wav -'-n 
into hundreds of dollars. Such results 
are not, of course, possible in a city oi 
this size, but that it is a practicable 
scheme has been demonstrated aTid It 
would be well for those havirg- old 
rubbers to dispose o£ to bear in mind 
the Thimble club, as the enterprise is 
to be continued. 


As a result of the first rubber col- 


lection, combined with the work of the 
club, 
many babies have come into 


possession of good winter wardrobes, 
and the work is one which everybo:;i' 
sl.ould be willing- to encourage in! such 
a simple and inexpensive way.

According to the opinion of patent 


experts, the most important Inveutiou 
for several yoiiis is the system of re- 
actant or self induction coils, by which 
the usefulness of the telegraph, the 
ocean cable and the teleplioue is In- 
creased not less than tenfold. The in- 
ventor is Michael J. Puprn, professor 
of mathematics in Columbian univer- 
sity of New York, nud the praclicnl 
value of the patent is demonstrated 
bj the fact tliut It was immedip.ti?ly 
Bold to the Bell Telephone company 
for £500,000 cash and a liberal royalty 
until its expiration. This is probably 
the highest price ever paid for a patent 
right before it was put into practical 
use. 
If the expectations of those In- 


terested are fulfilled, it will soon be 
possible to converse by telephone be- 
tween New York and London as easily 
as between New York and 
Boston. 


Conversations over a wire for any dis- 
tance caii be conducted without diffi- 
culty, and there will be an enormous 
economy in tue maintenance of tele- 
phone arid telegraph lines. 


Without attempting a technical de- 


scription of the invention, its purpose 
and results can be understood when 
It is said tliat it provides for the at- 
tachment of reactant or self Induction 
coils of telegraph and telephone wires 
at intervals of a mile. 
These coil-i 


will prevent the waste of electricity 
and reduce to a maximum the resist- 
ance caused by the interference of nat- 
ural electric waves in the atmosphere 
with the artificial waves sent over the 
wire by the sound of the voice. 
In 


other words, Ubey protect the telephone 
and telegraph wires from natural in- 
terferences and remove natural ob- 
structions. It will be very expensive 
to put them in, but the economy In 
maintenance will soon pay for them. 


The attachment of these coils will 


Rlso solve the problem of transmitting 
power over wires for any distance 
with economy. The great difficulty 
now in transmitting power from Ni- 
agara Falls to New York, for example, 
Is the wastage. Steam is rnueu cheap- 
er, but by the new process this wast- 
age may be saved.

other branches of electricity in which 
Professor Pupin's invention can be 
utilized, its great advantage being, ac- 
cording to the experts, that it will add 
1,000 per cent to the usf^ilness of al- 
most every form or application of elec- 
tricity. 


The new coils were not a discovery, 


but an actual invention. • Electricians 
hare been engaged for years in trying 
to produce something of the kind, and 
there are various devices of greater or 
less utility, but n'one of them bas ac- 
complished the end desired. Professor 
Pupin, who uerer invented anything 
before, knowing the difficulties, w«nt 
deliberately to work to overcome them, 
and bis device is the result of a mathe- 
matical calculiition.

On Easter taorning in the year 1800 


Thomas Kearns, minor, now United • 
States senator from Utah, made bis j 
BtrlUe and laid tbe foundation for bis 
fortune. 


For years be bad bad the "miner's 


fever." 
With a run of bad luck that i 


would bave JisLtartentd most tneiiancl , 
lasting seven yeais, be kept steadily at j 
it, believing that m time be would j 
make bis strike. 
And be did. Tbe ' 


Btory of bis trials and tribulations reads 
more like a romance. But, tliei:, It bas 
often been said that truth Is stranger 
than fiction, and bis case at least fur- 
nishes cue of tbe strongest proofs. 


Born in Woodstock, Ont., of Irish 


parentage, young Reams removed to 
tbis country with bis family wben 10 
years of age. His fatber was a farm- 
er of moderate circumstances, and be 
received bis first wages as a farmhand. 
A few, years later, wben gold was dis- 
covered in tbe Black Hills, youcg 
Kearns moved with tbe flood of pros- 
pectors westward. For several years 
be engaged In tbe business cf freight- 
ing and with his "desert ship" bauled 
provisions and miners' tools into that 
Trild region, ivbicb was swarruiag at 
the time with redskins. 
It was no 


easy undertaking, fraught with Innu- 
merable dangers and requiring the 
hardest kind of work. But tbis associ- 
ation with miners proved to be the best 
sort of schooling, for the man who a 
few years later was to startle tbe min- 
ing world with one of tbe biggest dis- 
coveries on record.

Bis occupation gone, young Kearns 
followed a group of miners one day 
and located at the mining camp of the 
Ontario mine, which is' still one of tbe 
best paying mines in the west.

, Interesting though tbe life of Sena- 
tor Kearns may be, tbe reading public 
Is more concerned, with tbe actual sto- 
ry of bis strike than anything else. 


It was tbe Mayflower that brought 


c^ er the pijgrims= and showed them a 
new and beautiful country. It was tbe 
Mayflower mine that opened up a new 
life for Seuatoi; Eearns and brought 
him wealth. 


While he was working in the Ontario 


mine he prospected one day in tbe vi- 
cinity of tbe Mayflower, as yet an un- 
developed property claimed by a man 
who bad found on 'the surface a few 
pieces of galena ~ore. 'Day after day 
young Kearns prospected 'the property 
and after awhile becime convinced he 
had found a mine that it would pay to 
develop. 


He told bis story to his partner, and 


then the two set about' to acquire tbe 
property. First of all it was necessary 
to "bond" It— that Is, to give a sufficient 
bond and proceed with tbe develop- 
ment of the property, tbe idea being to 
finally purchase it. A shaft was sunk, 
nnd there is no better illustration of 
tbe character of tbe man than this— 
he worked 16 hours a day during the 
next year.

kept In ignorance, ^d one day, .•:' 
Kearns returned from the successful 
terminntion of hl<s pivt Ini1^"ently i" 
marked that be believed tuey wea 
about to make a strike, since he h,tu 
noticed lota of ore in the dirt hauled to 
tbe surface. "It was only tbe trash." 
said tbe senator to n Washington Star 
mat) 
)n recounting this Incident, add- 


ing sl2nUu:-..Liy, 'There was $35,000 or 
$40,009 worth of ore piled up right un- 
der the man's feet and tie knew noth- 
ing of It." 


Bellerlng in tb* future of the mine 


and convinced tlut tbe vein extended 
Iu the direction of tbe Silver King, 
Kearns proceeded to acquire that prop- 
erty. It was owned by two old men 
who bad prospected a little, but who 
were •» Ithout funds to develop It. For 
§67,000 the claim was purchased, but it 
cost five of sis times that amount to 
acquire the adjoining property in or- 
der to protect the mine. 
The May- 


flower vein led 10 tbe Silver King, and 
the development of tbis latter mine 
made every one connected with It Inde- 
pendently wealthy. 


There are other mines in U.tah In 


which Senator Kearns has a large in- 
terest, but none of them is as Impor- 
tant as tbe Silver K;.ig. The mine Is 
worth today close on to 520,000.000. 


The acquisition of wealth has not 


turned the head of Senator Kearns, 
lie is still The plain, blunt business 
man of long ago, scrupulously honest, 
and who regards his word as his bond. 
Every miner in Utah loves him, and it 
Is to these qualifications more than 
anything else that be has attained the 
high political position he now holds. 


Senator Kearus haa been identified 


with tbe politics of Utah for a number 
of years. He was a member of tbe 
city council of Park City In 1895; was 
chosen a member of the constitutional 
convention tbe same year, and in 1896 
was a delegate to the Republican na- 
tional convention at St. Louis. 
He 


was on-3 of the bolters that withdrew 
because of the silver plenk, but last, 
year his differences had been forgotten 
and he was a delegate again to the 
Philadelphia convention and an out 
and out McKiuley man. He bas been 
a member of the Republican state com- 
mittee since Utah obtained her state- 
hood and before that was a member of 
tbe territorial committee. 


There are few men in Utah who can 


boast the popularity of Senator Kearns. 
Broad and liberal In his religious 
views, be commands the respect of all 
sects; generous to a fault and a philan- 
thropist cf no small parts, he bas won 
for himself the loving admiration of al! 
classes. One of his recent benevolent 
acts' was the building of a church or- 
phanage at a cost of $100,000, under 
tbe direction of the good Sisters' of 
Charity, where tbe poor and needy 
children of tbe state, without regard 
to religion or race, find refuge and 
means for acquiring an education with 
which to take up tbe battle of life.

Some merchants tell us they "h^ve 
nothing- to tell.' Then we cannn'ot help 
them and must leave them to peg along 
alone at their slow old gait, while their 
more enterprising neighbors reap the 
results 'of enterprise.

Principal Murdock's Address to W. C. 


T. U. on Scientific Instruction 


There was a good sized attendance 


at the regular meeting of the V/. C. T. 
U. m the Univcrsalist church sarlors 
yesterday afternoon when Principal f. 
F. Murdock of the normal school s'ooke 
on "Scientilic temperance instruction." 
The talk was an interesting and in- 
structive one, upon* a. topic \\hich is of 
much importance in school work. Mr. 
ilurdock spoke along practical lines, 
not touching- on the mooted question 
as to whether 
alcohol is a food 
or 


poison, but devoting himself to the 
question of what children need accord- 
nij to their experience. 


He spoke first ofl the principles which 


underlie tempeiance instruction and the 
purpose in the teaching. He referred to 
the conditions on the part of the teach- 
er and on the part of the pupils, where- 
by this instruction could be understood 
and applied, emphasizing the adaptation 
of the instruction to the development 
of the child. The ethical and moral 
value of instruction on temperance to 
the child and to society were brought 
out and the use of pathological data to 
give iu'oight whereby the activities of 
lilte should be regulated were touched 
on. 


Mr. Murdock then brought 
up the 


point of what to teach and 3ivided this 
into two classes, instruction in elemen- 
tary schools and in secondary schools, 
including- the higher grammar grades 
and high school. The first thing to be 
brought out in the elementary schools 
is the distinction between natural and 
artificial appetites. Then follows the 
effect on the individual of indulgence in 
an artificial appetite like that of liquor, 
the effect physically, irJ the intellectual 
activity, and in disposition. The effect 
on the family follows, showing the two 
sides, health or illness, peace or war, 
comfort or penury, etc. The question of 
true or flilse charity and of pauperism 
follows in connection with this, and 
was referred to as orJa of imnortance. 
Lastly should be taught the effect on 
society, 
in the 
formation of public 


opinion and right standards. 


In the secondary or higher schools the 


same line of instruction should be fol- 
lowed suited to the needs and experi- 
enbe of adolescence. There should also 
be brought up in these schools the vital 
social questions ofl the saloons, drinking 
in the homes, license and social rela- 
tions, not to have them answered irl 
the instruction, but to set the p-urils 
thinking along the lines that they will 
have to think when they have left the

Milk Bottle Law 


A g-ood deal 01' iuss and trouble is 


being made over the milk bottles, the 
law seeming to make it imperative that 
they shall hold a pint,quart or other , 
stated measure, and neither more nor 
i 


less. In North Adams bottles are con- , 
demned that hold over the measuie ns ; 
well as those that fall a few drcws 
short, and so particular is the ins.ic - 
] 


tor that the manufacturers of bottles 
i 


will oeciine to sell their warees under j 
guarantee in this state. Bottles can- 
not be cast 
sufficien iy accurate to 


meet 
the 
requirements 
of the 
ex- 


acting inspections under" the law. 
In 


this dilemma we do not see why the 
dairymen cannot sell their milk by the 
bottle, without reference to the meas- 
urement, just as many other 
fluids, 


medicinal or otherwise, some of them 
nominally pints and quarts, are sold 
without harrassing inspection or inter- 
ference by the law. It would seem 
that legislation was in especial pursuit 
of the dairyman—what with inspection 
and tuberculin tests of the cattle, tests 
of the milk, tickets that may only be 
used once, and now a flnnickmg exam- 
ination and measurement of the bottles 
to see to it that their capacity is exact- 
ly right. Presumably dirty and dis- 
honest dealers in some of the cities are 
responsible for the annoyances caused 
to the clean and honest dairymen of the 
country. Too much legislation has for 
excuse some single or local ^.ult that 
might be remedied without upsetting 
or disturbing the same line of business 
all over the state.
